The Ju ly 4 th opening

A m erican air front in Eu rope, they 
said, m eant th a t at least half of 
the g rou nd preparation to pu t the 
air force into activ e serv ice had 
been completed. 
They ex pected the m odest be­ 
g inning , in which six American- 
ilown Boston bombers took part in 
a daring day lig ht sweep on Ger­ 
m an held Holland, to mu shroom 
into a fu ll-scale aerial onslau g ht. 
* The m*« iin factor in opening 
any new air front is the immense 
am ou nt of w ork which m u st be 
done on the g rou nd before ev en one 
plane can be pu t into the air,” one 
ex pert said. 
“Once this g rou nd org anization 
is set u p, as the first flig ht by 
the A m ericans indicates th a t it is, 
actu al operations can be ex panded 
at an ex trem ely rapid rate.” 
On All F ronts Bu t One 
United S tates Arm y planes now 
are fig hting on all the world's 
fronts ex cept R u ssia and there are 
factors on the 
E u ropean 
front 
which fav or it for swift dev elop­ 
m ent ov er those In the Orient and 
M editerranean areas. 
The actu al fly ing of planes to 
Eng land from A m erica is a m atter 
of hou rs, ra th e r than of day s, and 
the transport of pilots is corre­ 
sponding ly rapid. 
A laig e increase in the nu mber 
of A m erican pilots seen in London 
has occu rred in the past week. 
Bostons were selected for the 
initial hedg e-hopping raid, carried 
ou t in cooperation with the RAF, 
becau se they are rated r s ex cellent 
day lig ht bombers, being ex trem e­ 
ly fast, bu t they aie not the m ost 
fornv dable a t the United States 
air force’s command. 
There are, 
for 
instance,

hu g e L iberator and F ortress bomb­ 
ers. with g rea t load-bearing ca­ 
pacities, and Lieu t. Gen. H enry H. 
Arnold,

Four Saboteurs' 
Attem pt to Wreck 
W ar Plant Foiled 


Chicag o, Ju ly 6 — (A P )— A lert­ 
ness and qu ick shooting by a fac­ 
tory w atch m an 
in the 
pre-dawn 
darkness of last S atu rday probably 
foiled a bold atte m pt by fou r s a ­ 
boteu rs to wreck a key w ar plant, 
the A rm y annou nced today .

incident occu rred 
at

near sou th side plant of the Link 
Belt Com pany which cu rrently is 
w orking on w ar produ ction, M ajor 
A. B. Battou , plant protection of­ 
ficer of the Chicag o Ordnance dis­ 
trict, said. 
M ajor P a ttou said th a t William 
Damrill, 
40, 
a priv ate detectiv e 
employ ed by the Link Belt Com­ 
pany , saw three men ou tside a 
fence which su rrou nds the com ­ 
pany 's property attem pting to pass 
a larg e box to a fou rth man on 
the inside. 
According to the ordnance offi­ 
cer, Dam rill drew his rev olv er and 
shou ted a w arning to the men to 
rem ain w here they were. The man 
on the inside of the fence th ru st 
the box back to those ou tside, and 
whirled u pon Damrill, firing three 
shots from a rev olv er. 
Intru ders Escape 
As D am rill opened fire, the in­ 
tru der fled along the fence. M ajor 
P attou said, and the plant g u ard 
reported th a t he fell once and cried 
ou t. indicating that he mig ht hav e 
been hit. 
A s Damrill emptied his 
g u n a t the fu g itiv e, the m an dov e 
throu g h a hole which had been 
du g u nder the fence, and the fou r 
escaped, 
carry ing the box w ith 
them. 
M ajor P a ttou commended D am ­ 
rill "for the m anner in which he 
followed his training and showed 
personal brav ery .”

Here is Murphy ’s ow-n story : 
“Our bomber had been attacking 
Lae, New Guinea, when an ov er­ 
whelming force of Zeros attacked 
and shot us down. The crew swam 
about in Mae 
Wests 
(brilliant 
orange colored 
life 
belts.) 
The 
Zeros began machine gunning us, 
so we separated. 
Got Rid of Clothing 
“Seeing that we were likely to 
be in the water for some time, I 
got rid of my clothing. Ev ery time 
the Zeros made a pass at us 
I 
div ed as deep as possible and re­ 
mained under until my lungs were 
nearly bursting. 
I had to deflate 
my lifebelt three times. 
“One Zero came 
down within 
100 feet before letting go a hurst 
of bullets. One bullet nipped off 
the tip of one of my fingers, 
“By the time the Zeroes left. I 
struck out for shore, but couldn't 
make 
any headway 
against the 
current. 
My buddies were 
disap 
pearing out to sea, 
“By nightfall I was fiv e miles 
off-shore 
and did 
not know 
in 
what direction 
to swim. 
During 
the afternoon a boat had put out 
from shore, 
but I div ed, feeling 
certain it was a Japanese v essel. 
“I spent a terrible night, alter 
nately swimming and dozing. Once 
dreamed I was back aboard the 
bomber, bouncing about in a terri 
ble storm. 
Tried to Catch Raindrop* 
“Nex t morning I was closer to 
shore, being carried 
by a current 
parellel to the beach. During the 
day I tried to ease my thirst by 
opening my mouth to catch rain 
drops. 
“Forty -two 
hours 
after 
the 
bomber came down I drifted into 
shallow 
w ater 
and 
staggered 
ashore. I spent a few hours recov ­ 
ering some strength and drinking 
milk from coconuts. 
“Naked, without shoes, and with 
my body already badly sunburned, 
I set off in the general 
direction 
of our base. 
After sev en day s I 
met the surv iv ors of another plane 
crash, carry ing their wounded pi­ 
lot on a litter. 
“I’m dy ing to get Into the fight 
again. I’ll hav e no mercy on those 
Japanese for what they did to us 
in the water.’’

Germany Begins to 
Tell Public About 
Damage of Bombs 


Berne, Switzerland, July 6 — 
(A P)—Germany , relax ing a strict 
press censorship, finally is begin­ 
ning to tell her people of the dam ­ 
age caused by repeated British air 
raids on the Rhineland and Ruhr 
districts in three y ears of war, es­ 
pecially the mass raids of 19 42. 
Hitherto, German accounts were 
confined chiefly to newspapers in 
the areas concerned, but since the 
bombing 
of 
Cologne, 
papers 
throughout the country hav e ta k ­ 
en up the discussion. 
Foreign correspondents in Ber­ 
lin were req uested not to report 
one article which appeared in Ber­ 
lin under the title “Crime Against 
Cologne.” 
Ex pect Heav ier Raids 
The articles, by stressing the 
necessity for preparedness, impliecf 
that Germany ex pected continued 
heav ier raids in a British effort, 
as the Munich Nhchrichten said, 
"to destroy the economy of the 
industrial heart of the reich.” 
An Essen paper urged workers 
to persev ere “if weapons are to 
roll toward the front, now as be­ 
fore, from the Rhine and Ruhr 
district, arms center and traffic 
div ision point of the reich.” 
This paper said there had been 
10,000 raids on 
Germany , 
that 
some towns had had more than 
300 alarms, an* that some had 
ex perienced alarms on 36 succes­ 
siv e nights. 
The National Zeitung of Essen 
acknowledged “considerable” dam- 


age to dwellings and other civ ilian 
property . 
A Munich newspaper drew a t­ 
tention to a high command ap­ 
peal, which it said was generally 
adhered to, asking the public not 
to draw conclusions as to the ex ­ 
tent of military damage. 
Other newspaper 
articles told 
the people they must av oid mass 
flights from bombed towns, declar 
ing—as did the Munich Naehrich 
ten—that this was one of the RAF 
objectiv es. 
“Churchill will not succeed,” the 
paper said. 
One correspondent described how 
passengers on his train along the 
Rhine told of nights of terror un 
der raids, but added that “the re 
sistance and will of the population 
is not broken.”

The y outh died in a Hillsboro 
hospital y esterday of a gunshot 
wound in the head which Sheriff 
Leo Gilliland said was fired by 
Oly rod an hour before.

New Y ork—(Wide World)—The 
Polish gov ernment 
in ex ile 
has 
built from its defeated army 
of 
19 39 the most powerful 
fighting 
force of any occupied country , a 
new army of 200.000 seasoned men 
who already hav e seen action 
on 
many fronts. 
This army , eq uipped with 
the 
best and most modern weapons at 
the disposal of the united nations, 
still is ex panding at training cen­ 
ters in Britain, Russia, Africa, and 
the middle east. 
Gen. Wlady slaw Sikorski’s gov ­ 
ernment has 
two fully eq uipped 
motorized div isions in Great Brit- 
ain, with a total of 30.000 men. 
In North Africa there is another 
Polish div ision, which distinguish­ 
ed itself in front line fighting dur­ 
ing the long siege of Tobruk. 
Three other div isions 
recently 
crossed the Russian 
frontier into 
Iran and are now somewhere in 
the middle 
east, 
bringing 
the 
number in the-Mediterranean area 
to 60.000. 
An additional 
50,000 
men are being organized in Rus­ 
sia and are waiting for eq uipment. 
Air, Force of 12,000 Men 
Poland also has an air force of 
some 12.000 
men fighting 
with 
the Roy al Air Force, and a small 
but modern nav y consisting of de­ 
stroy ers and submarines, 
a mer­ 
chant 
marine, 
and 
aux iliary 
forces. 
RA F bombers, manned by Polish 
crews, hav e made 
2,734 raids on 
enemy objectiv es a n d hav e par­ 
ticipated in the 
dev astating a t­ 
tacks 
on Cologne, 
Essen, Dort­ 
mund, and Rostock, 
while Polish 
fighter pilots in England hav e 500 
German planes 
to their 
credit. 
The Polish destroy er 
Piorun was 
the first allied v essel 
to engage 
the ill-fated battleship Bismarck. 
After the defeat of 19 39 , thous­ 
ands of Polish soldiers made their 
way across 
the 
borders 
to join 
the new Polish army created 
by 
Gen. Sikorski 
in France. 
When 
Hitler finished his campaign in 
Poland he faced 100,000 Polish sol­ 
diers in F-ance. 
General Rescue* Army 
Following the French collapse 
hi 19 40 
this 
new 
Polish 
army 
again faced disaster. Gen. Sikorksi 
was asked to fly to England. 
As 
night fell, after a hazardous jour­ 
ney ov er northern France, the gen­ 
eral landed on British soil. 
At 
noon, June 
18 . he 
saw 
Prime 
Minister Churchill. 
He told the 
prime 
minister 
that the 
Polish 


army in France 
not to surrender. 
“Tomorrow I return to France,” 
the general said, “and I hav e to 
face the army . W hat am I to tell 
them ?” 
“Tell them,” 
replied Churchill, 
“that we 
are their 
comrades <n 
life and death. We shall conq uer 
I together or we shall die together. 
At 3 o’clock that afternoon Brit­ 
ish ships were speeding across the 
channel 
to v arious French ports. 
Four hours later 
the first Polish 
troops were disembarking on the 
other side of the channel to form 
a new Polish army in England. 
The Polish army in Russia was 
created 
under no 
less dramatic 
conditions. During the campaign 
of 19 39 the Russians had captured 
300,000 Polish prisoners. 
Follow 
ing the Polish-Russian agreement 
of July 30, 19 41, 
they 
were re 
leased. 
The news spread rapidly to the 
hundreds of Polish camps through 
out the v ast Russian ex panses in 
Europe 
and 
Asia. 
Immediately 
thousands of men set out west 
w ant toward the Polish recruiting 
centers. 
Two y ears of hardship under se 
v ere climatic 
conditions, 
priv a­ 
tion. and lack 
of proper medical 
attention had impaired the health 
of many of these men. 
Nev erthe­ 
less, ev ery man who was phy sic 
ally able to do 
so started on the 
long, 
tedious 
journey . 
Many 
trav eled hundreds of miles on foot 
A ty pical story is told by a Po 
lish doctor who 
marched 40 day s 
with 107 Polish 
soldiers all the 
way across 
Russia 
from “Nov a 
Zembla,” 
the icy 
Russian 
land 
north of the Arctic circle. 
Now Sturdy Warrior* 
In his group, he said, 42 of the 
men suffered from scurv y , 70 had 
skin diseases, chronic dy spepsia 
swollen liv ers, or 
rheumatic fe 
v er. Most of them were bald, all 
were clad in rags. But they recov 
ered, he said, only 
fiv e of 
them 
prov ing totally unfit for serv ice. 
“The remainder

The leaders snd thinkers of Chins 
have two 


pal e 
s today . 
The first, of course is-To 
» a t dapsn. 
Until that has been accomplished, noth- 
n* else can m a tte r . 
The second is to obtain from 
L e s t Britain and the United States some g uaran ty 
hat. when 
the 
w ar has been won, China will be 


rested as an equal. 
There is nothing theoretical’ or abstra ct about 
his second goal. 
China isn't social climbing at our 
xpense. 
She is only asking tha t we m ake good on 
tome of the nice things we are say ing about democ- 
■acy and about the rights of all peoples to m ake 
heir own governmental m istakes in their own way . 


Specifically , China w ants to know w hat we are 
r0ing to do about extraterritoriality and exclusion. 


E x t r aterritorality is the multisy llabic nam e for 
hgt privilege, which all w estern nations have claim ­ 
ed and exercised, of establishing on Chinese soil lit- 
le private domains of our own, in which the Chinese 
tad no more rights than Tasm ania. 
It is as though, in the Chinatown of San Fran- 
isco or New York, territories had been set aside 
tver V'hich the United S tates relinquished all eon- 
rol. 
Chinese soldiers would guard them ; Chinese 
ourta would function; our police could not touch 
riminals in those Chinatowns. 
Needless to say , neither we nor the British, the 
i'rench or the Germans would consider gran tin g 
:hm a such rights. 
Why . then, should we expect 
he Chinese to feel happy when we. through superior 
nilitary might, have enforced such an ignominous 
>argam upon China? 
Exclusion is the antithesis of extraterritorality . 
Vhile we force China to adm it any occidental at his 
vill, and waive all control over him while on select- 
d Chinese soil, we forbid Chinese to enter the 
Jnited States a t 
all 
except 
tem porarily , 
under 
Iras’ic control—or to become citizens under any cir- 
umstances. 
Thi* rankles alm ost as muc/i as extraterritoral- 
ty . 
But the argum ent here is less clean cut. There 
ire im portant economic angles. 
The g re a t diffi­ 
culty springs from oriental ability and willingness 
.0 work for a few cents a day , to live on rice and 
water, arid thereby to com pete for jobs on a basis 
ba t no A m erican should be expected to consider. 
With the kindliest of feeling tow ard Chinese, 
md all gratitude and adm iration for the splendid 
light they are m aking, there is a question w hether 


we should m ake any sweeping promises about ex 


elusion. 
B ut we can proclaim to the world, a t once, 
tha t after we have helped chase the Japs we shall 
pull out our troops and renounce forever any claim 
to extraterrito riality in China. 


Pla nned Eco no my 
P a rt of any planned economy is price fixing. 
The New D eals present a tte m pt to fix prices, of 
course, is occasioned by the w ar and if it can pre­ 
vent inflation by being adm iniatered justly and with 
wisdom, it is bound to prevent much misery . 


But price fixing w as inevitable any how under 
any governm ental program which called for planned 
economy m a n a g e d currency and a perfectly stable 
dollar. 
It was inevitable 
under an y governm ent 
which couldn’t show a balanced budget, unless the 
adm inistration accepted inflation as the alternative 


to price fixing. 
Any idealistic vision seems better in prospect 
than it does in practice - o r retrospect. 
Congress­ 
men are said to be getting heaps of mail from re­ 
tailers who bought goods at wholesale 
pric e s pre­ 
vailing just before the price freeze w ent into effect, 
but are compelled to sell them a t prices as of last 


March. 
F o r example, if y our m erchant had been in the 
h „ bir~of selling ham s r hea ply last M a i eh, he m ay 
not be able to sell y ou ham s now. 
The difficulties 
of the price fixers are just beginning. 
Be patient 
with y our retailer. 
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“I t ’s those sappers, C aptain— 
probably after cookies!”

A ppointm ent of E lm er Davis as top public re­ 
lations officer for the w ar program is pleasing, quite 
aside from the caliber of the individual. 
It means, 
apparently , tha t the President has recognized the 
seriousness of the haphazard sy stem we did have, 
and is doing his best to remedy the situation by 
concentration of authority . 
W ashington has been torn between two theories 
- one tha t if H itler knew whRt we were accom ­ 
plishing he would be frightened, the other that he 
would be stim ulated to g rea ter counter-effort. 
We 
believe the second idea is silly . 
H itler has been 
all-out for m o n t h s . 
We hope tha t Mr. D a\is will 
tell every thing tha t w on’t give m ilitary assltanc« to 


the axis.

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W ashington, July 5 
Heroic de­ 
fense of Sevastopol ag a in st hope­ 
less odds, is the best curren t ex­ 
ample of w hy the United Nations 
are going to win the war. 
The Russians held 
Sevastopol 
for over a m onth ag ain st one* of 
the m ost 
vicious 
a tta c k s 
ever 
launched by the nazis. 
The way 
they did 
it was, 
in general, the 
sam e way they have held 
H itler 
back in R ussia for 
over a y ear. 
Their method is a combination 
of 
two things; 
1 - Ability to adapt their w eap­ 
ons 
and 
tactics to 
n atura l de­ 
fenses, and 
2—The tenacity to die 
rather 
than to give up. 
By using a lot of m ilitary 
in­ 
genuity in adapting their defenses 
to the terrain, 
the 
Russians had 
made 
Sevastopol 
one 
of 
the 
strongest fortresses in the world, 
perhaps second only to G ibraltar. 
Sevastopol is built am ong rocky 
cliffs and 
is 
protected from the 
land side by a semi-circle of hills. 
The nazis had to fight their way 
over these hills 
and through the 
narrow passes. 
The 
hills 
were 
honey combed with heavy Russian 
artillery , pill 
boxes and 
machine 
gun nests, the valley s were cut up 
with deep ditch tank traps. 
It took the Germans, even with 
their unlim ited 
manpower, 
gun- 
power and airpower, over a month 
to ham m er their way in. They fin­ 
ally did it by absolutely pulveriz­ 
ing Russian defense w ith some of 
the biggest mobile siege guns ever 
built. R um ors say these guns were 
over 20 inch, far bigger than the 
biggest guns on battleships. 
Field M arshal F n tz Erich von 
M annstein had 20 to 25 divisions 
available for the a tta c k on Sevas­ 
topol, over 
300.000 
men, hut he 
could only use three divisions at 
time in the narrow approaches 
to the fortress. 
He fought three divisions until 
they w ere exhausted or too deplet­ 
ed to fight. 
Then 
he withdrew 
those divisions 
and put 
in three 
more and so on. 
All the tim e the G erm ans 
were 
pulverizing the Russian 
fixed de­ 
fenses w ith their over-sized siege 
guns, firing a t alm ost point blank 
range. 
The concussion from the 
shells of these guns alone is said 
to be alm ost 
enough to put the 
ordinary soldier out of action. 
The R ussians used naval vessels, 
moored 
in the forked 
harbor of 
Sevastopol, 
as artillery . 
These 
naval guns fired over the 
heads 
of the defenders into the German 
lines. 
E very Russian defender in his 
pillbox or behind his rock, stay ed 
there until the end. There was no 
retreat and no surrender. 
The city 
itself, 
honey combed 
with underground 
shelters 
and 
munitions factories carved out of 
the soft rock w as finally pulveriz­ 
ed after the nazis 
fought close 
enough to shell it with their heavy 
artillery . The Russians still fought 
as the rock crumbled over them. 
The defenders 
of 
Sevastopol 
knew 
they would 
eventualy 
be 
overwhelmed, 
hut 
they 
never 
showed it in their last-ditch resist­ 
ance. 


While the Russian land armies 
are the only ones w’hich have been 
able to stand up against 
Hitler's 
toughies so far, the Chinese alone 
have shown the ability to hold out 
against the Japs. 
The m ain 
difference 
between 
Russian and Chinese resistance to 
the axis is tha t the Russians are 
fairly well equipped with all mod­ 
ern weapons of war, w’hile the Chi­ 
nese have nothing hut small arm s 
which they m ake themselves. The 
Chinese have practically no artil­ 
lery , few planes. 
We were just beginning to get 
the Chinese 
equipped 
with the 
tools of w ar they needed when the 
Burm a road was 
closed. 
Now 
there is no practical w ay of g et­ 
ting help in to them, 
although 
they are fighting on. 
The Chinese, like the Russians, 
have two things in 
their 
favor 
against the axis armies. 
They 
have unlim ited manpower, and a 
vast territory well suited to a fluid 
defense. 
The Russians depend in depth. 
They let 
thp concentrated Ger­ 
man drives go through and close 
in behind and chew up the a r­ 
mored thrusts. 
This has forced 
H itler to adopt a shorter, inching 
attack. 
The Chinese have not the heavy 
weapons to stop the well equipped 
Jap troops, but they close in be­ 
hind the sam e way , using guerilla 
tactics bv which they are taking 
hcavv toll of the Japs. 
When a Chinese arm y is licked 
it dissolves into thin air. 
The 
soldiers 
become 
peasants 
and 
farm ers. 
Then 
they 
become 
guerillas and the fighting behind 
the lines goes on. 
The Chinese, in using this de­ 
fense, have of necessity had to 
give up much territory , as have 
the Russians. 
The .laps have now 
captured every air base in the so- 
called 
invasion 
area 
in 
eastern 
China 
Chekiang 
province. 
They 
have also occupied the railw ay s in 
this area. 
They have made them ­ 
selves secure from air attack from 
this area, but they have not licked 
the Chinese. 
The Japs probably will not try 
to continue their drive west into 
China. 
Their spearheads of attack 
could go through, but the Chinese 
would flow in betoind them. <*««»- 


tinue guerilla w arfare and ham ­ 
per their com munications. 
The Chinese have probably lost 
5,000,000 casualties in the last five 
or six y ears, but they are fighting 
on until the time when we can get 
w eapons in to them. 
W hen they 
get the aircraft and artillery , they 
will be able to s ta rt an effective 
attac k on the occupy ing Japs, but 
not before. 
As E gy pt 
goes, so 
goes the 
the whole Middle E ast theater of 
w ar. 
No more m ilitary inform ation 
than tha t provided by a world m ap 
will tell y ou tha t axis closure of 
the M editerranean will require a 
whole newr concept of the world 
struggle by the United Nations. A 
changed strateg y for victory will 
have to be devised. 
The shipping distance from New 
Y ork and London to Basra, at the 
head of the Persian gulf, is g reater 
than from San Francisco to A us­ 
tralia. 
Any Middle E ast defensive 
cam paign, 
based 
on 
that 
port 
(which would be the only feasible 
one left by E gy pt's fall) could be 
sustained only to a very limited 
and difficult extent. 
Any effort to keep the tiny dot 
of M alta in the middle of the Med­ 
iterran ean 'w o uld hardly be w o rth­ 
while.

A stand m ight be made in P ales­ 
tine or Sy ria for the N ear E ast 
oil fields, but. as 
pointed 
out 
above, this defense would have to 
be supported hazardously by the 
circuitous route of supplies back 
through Basra, while the nazis en­ 
joy ed interior supply routes back 
to Germ any . 
Consequently * new theory for 
distribution of our lend-lease sup­ 
plies 
and our m ilitary strength 
would he a likely m ilitary neces­ 
sity . 
Britain then would not be 
fighting on any front 
The big front would be in Rus­ 
sia, the secondary one in China. 
Methods of sustaining those fronts 
to a much g rea ter extent than was 
possible before, would have to be 
initiated. 
The nazis were cut up consider­ 
ably . but not critically , in taking 
Seva sta pol. 
Perhaps 15 of their 
20 divisions in the Crimea may 
sho rtly he available for the big 
Hitler effort tha t is to come. 
He 
m ay have to m ake two out of one 
in some instances and get m any 
untrained replacements, but there 
is no reason to hope tha t his com ­ 
ing venture has been made im­ 
possible by his Sevastopol losses. 
The best reports suggest he has 
185 to 210 divisions on the R us­ 
sian line (around 3.000,000 men.) 
His losses so far this spring- and 
sum m er have actually been g re a t­ 
er than the Reds, although his to ­ 
tal m anpow er is about the same 
as last y ear. 
Now, however, he is using more 
Italian and R um anian troops annd 
calling 
upon 
untrained 
replace­ 
ments. 
His tactics are different. 
R om ­ 
mel is still using 
in Egy pt, 
the 
same wedge and kessel strateg y 
for tanks tha t proved so success­ 
ful in France. 
The tanks break 
through, rum m age around and en­ 
circle. 
H itler cannot do tha t any more 
in Russia. 
The Reds are deploy ed 
in depth. 
Therefore. 
H itler 
has 
switched to short battering 
ram 
blows. 
He puts his big assault 
tanks up at the front of the line 
to ma ke short jabs, follows up 
w ith lighter tanks, used with in­ 
fantry . 
Because Hitler is 
now 
losing 
more men than the Reds, no one 
here thinks the long range Russian 
outlook is very bad. despite Sevas­ 
topol. 
Thev innv he driven hack, 
hut the chances 
very 
strongly 
favor their ability to keep their 
arm y fighting nevertheless T here­ 
fore they need all new aid possi­ 
ble. 
Our convoy s have been getting 
through to M urm ansk despite the 
subm arine blockade, 
but 
Hitler 
claims his bombing attack s on the 
docks there and on the railroads 
leading south have been success­ 
ful. 
There is no reason to doubt 
it, 
or to doubt that 
som ething 
m ust he done about it in the wav 
of 
furnishing 
the 
Reds 
more 
planes. 
The Chinese, who seem able to 
rope with the Japs bettor than the 
British did in Malay a, have like­ 
wise been clam oring 
for 
more 
planes. 
The new strategy , therefore, is 
likely to take cognizance of these 
realistic desirables, in 
event of 
E g y pt’s loss 
alway s mindful, of 
course, of the day when enough 
of men and m aterial can be ac­ 
cum ulated for the A m erican-A us­ 
tralian forces to fight their wav 
hack up to the Philippines and for 
the inauguration of an invasion of 
Europe. 
‘If any one tells y ou the loss of 
Egy pt, however, means the loss of 
the war, T will bet even money he 
is the sam e kind of person who 
said 30 day s ago: 
“The w ar is over and victory Is 
ours”. 
Ooinions of good 
people like 
that, run up and down like a su­ 
persensitive therm om eter, and the 
onlv thing y ou can count on is 
that thev never know w hat the 
w eather is.
